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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
suggest: a conforming control board only toward an intake port (claim 1), a spacing between a 
control board disposed toward an exhaust port being narrower than that toward an intake port 
(claim 2), a spacing of a control board adjacent an inlet being wider than a remote location 
(claim 3), or a thermo-valve between a control board disposed toward an intake port and a 
control board disposed toward an exhaust port (claim 4).
